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BATTLE IS COMING 
OVER THE OFFICE 


UF WARDEN EVANS 


Majority and Minority Re- 
ports Will Be Made on the 
Proposition to Establish 
Board to Have Supervision 


MAY GIVE WOMEN PLACE 
ON SEVERAL CITY BOARDS 


Councilman Dallas Urges 

Election of Police Chief, 
Tax Assessors, Fire Chief 
and Others by People. 


Thomas Evans, for years the “guar- 
dian of Atlanta’s poor,” will retain the 
political status of city warden elected 
by the people, and will not be put 
under the supervision of a board or 
elected by the mayor and general coun- 
cil, if his friends can prevent the pro- 
posed charter amendment going 
through the Georgia general assem- 


bly. 

When the proposed amendment p?ro- 
viding for the creation of a “board of 
municipal charities,” composed of five 
practical business men to spend the 
meager $12,000 annually appropriated 
by council to care for the needs of the 
poor, Alderman James W. Maddox and 
Councilman S. L. Dallas and Charles 


B. Alverson went to the defense of 
Warden Pvans and announced that 
they will fight any attempt in council 
to take the office out of the hands of 
the people. 

Should Appropriate More. 

“Warden Evans has been elected 
every time he has gone before the peo- 
ple—the last time he was voted into 
office 25 against 1,” said Alderman 
Maddox. “If council wants to do the 
right thing by the warden’s office it 
should appropriate at least $20,000 a 
vear, and if Warden Evans cannot 
properly spend the money council 
should provide him with sufficient 
help.” 

Councilman Dallas declared that the 
proposed change in the charter elimi- 
nating the people from having a voice 
in the selection of a warden had the 
appearance of politics, and he gave 
notice that he will fight the proposed 
change on the floor of council Monday 
afternoon. . 

Joe Logan, secretary of the Associ- 
ated Charities, appeared before the 
committee and urged that the city code 
be changed, or at least that the general 
assembly be asked to provide for the 
amendment, placing a board to co-oper- 
ate with the warden’s department. Sec- 
retary Logan said that while he was 
certain that Warden Evans was a com- 
petent and efficient official, still the be- 
lieved a board would be a great help to 
the city in the matter of investigating 
cases which come to the attention of 
the warden. 

Argue for the Change. 

Alderman Albert Thomson and Coun- 
cilman George Boynton argued strong- 
ly for the proposed change. Alderman 
Thomson took the position that the 
city’s money would be more carefully 
and intelligently handled through a 
board composed of practical business 
men than by one man alone. He of- 
fere a copy of the ordinance adopted 
in Los Angeles, Cal., and explained that 
many of thefeaturesof the ordinance 
should be put into effect in Atlanta. 
Alderman Thomson explained that he 
was certain that the warden’s office 
was efficiently administered by Warden 
Evans, but he took the position also 
that it is impossible to keep a record 
of all applicants and make an investi- 
gation of everyone seeking charity at 
the hands of the city. 

“By creating a board the city will be 
in a position to muster the brains of 
the best men in the city,” Councilman 
Boynton argued, “men whom the city 
could not employ otherwise for $5,000 
a year.” 

The proposed amendment will be re- 
ported to council on Monday. The fa- 
vorable report will be signed by Alder- 
men Thomson and Kelley and Council- 
man Boynton, and the adverse report 
will be signed by Alderman Maddox 
and Councilmen Dallas and Alverson. 

Amendments Favored. 

Amendments which will be 
favorably are: 

To amend the ordinance so as to 
make the smoke zone extend to one 
miile around the city in all directions. 

To authorize council to proceed with 
the election of a board chairman in the 
event fhe board fails to elect a chair- 
man within sixty days after the date 
set for such election. 

To vest the mayor and council with 
authority, upon petition of a majority 
of the owners of property abutting on 
any one block or more, to make assess- 
ments for installation of electric wir- 
ing. 

To authorize the appointment of 
women on the boards of education, 
library, park and health by adding five 
additional members, one from the first 
and fifth wards, second and _ third, 
fourth and ninth, sixth and eighth, and 
seventh and ninth. % 

To authorize the election of chief of 
construction by the mayor and council. 
To establish a new bullding line. 

To authorize the granting of salary 
increases in the same year or in the 
year preceding the election of the of- 

ficers applying for such increases. 
For Election By Peopl!e. 

Councilman Dallas offered a resolu- 
tion asking the legislature for a char- 
ter amendment whereby the three tax 
assessors, the chief of police, the chief 
of the fire department, the superin- 
tendent of schools, and the general 
manager of parks, shall be elected by 
the people. The committee voted 
against the resolution, and Council- 
man Dallas declared that he will of- 
fer it as a substitute to the commit- 
tee report in council, Monday after- 
noon. 

The three tax assessors are now 
elected by council, and the others are 
elected by the various boards under 
whom they serve. Some years ago 
such ministerial officers as the city 
clerk, electrician, building inspector, 
marshal, chief of construction, man- 
ager of the water works and others, 
' were put before the people. 

Councilman Dallas maintains that if 
it is proper for the people to elect 
some officers it should also be right 
for the people to elect them all. |

By Deputy in Resisting

Thomas H. English, proprietor of a 
saloon at 430 Marietta street, was shot 
down and killed behind his own bar 
at nightfall yesterday by Deputy Mar- 
shal James M. George, of the munici- 
pal court, the tragedy being witnessed 
by three court officials and a number 
of saloon habitues. 

The deputy marshal's shot was fired 
only after he had wrested one pistol 
from the fingers of the saloonist, and, 
according to witnesses, he had reach- 
ed for another with a threat to kill. 
Only one bullet was fired. It plowed 
through the brain. English died with- 
out a word.

THREE DEPUTIES 
SEE FIGHT. 


Three fellow-marshals, unable to aid 
George, also saw the shooting. They 
stood near the doorway. Before they 
could leap behind the bar the fight 
was on in a twinkling, and that shot 
had been fired before possible interfer- 
ence. 

Accompanied by Chief Marshal W. T. 
Buchanan and Deputies L. L. Johnson 
and David P. Morgan, George had set 
out from the municipal court to levy 
upon a cash register in English’s bar 
on a fi. fa. for $75 on which judgment 
had been rendered against the saloon- 
keeper some ten days ago. 

English was informed that the fi. fa. 
had been issued, and that the marshals 
had come to serve it, demanding the 
cash register. They were told that 
they could not get the machine. George, 
who was nearest the bar, stepped be- 
hind it and announced that he had 
taken charge of the register. 

Furious at this action, the saloonist 
grappled with the officer. He reached 
for a pistol which lay on a nearby 
table, it is said, grasping it by the 
butt. Catching sight of the gun George 
jerked it from the bartender. English 
then wrested himself free from the 
marshal, and, it is stated, jumped for

Origin of Flames, 
The Brantley home, a two-story 
frame building, was completely de- 
stroyed. The fire is believed to have 
originated from a plundered gas meter. 
An investigation is being made by de- 
tectives into the theory that a rob- 
ber, after severing the pipes, struck 
a match which expioded the gas. 

Mrs. Sullivan was removed to the 
near-by home of Mrs. Commerford, 
on Forrest avenue. She was reported 
in a critical condition last night, and 
it is doubted that she will survive. She 
was lying in bed at the point of death 
at time of the fire on account of a se- 
rious operation which had been per- 
formed only the day before, 

Her three children were at the bed- 
side. Mrs. Brantley, who had been 
nursing the sick. woman, had stepped 
into the bathroom, and was preparing 
to take a bath. Suddenly one of the 
children discovered thick volumes of 
smoke coming up the staircase. She 
screamed an alarm. It attracted Mrs. 
Brantley, who, clutching a bathrobe, 
dashed from the bathroom. 

The alarm was also heard by Emmett 
Brantley, who ran into the house and 
upstairs. Seeing the smoke and hear- 
ing the crackle of flames, which ate 
their way rapidly through the frame 
structure, Mrs. Brantley ran to a front 
window, where she cried for help. 
Young Williams, walking along For- 
rest avenue, heard her call and ran 
into the burning home. 

Flames Envelop Building. 

The flames had spread from the rear 
room on the first floor, Where the 
broken gas meter was located, to the 
second story and the roof, where they 
had enveloped the building. Mrs. 
Brantley and the two men bundled the 
sick woman into their arms from the 
bed. By the time they reached the 
stairway she lapsed into unconscious- 
ness. 

The children were screaming hysteri- 
cally, but, unheeding the command 
from Mrs. Brantley to leave the build- 
ing, remained by their mother's side. 
Struggling beneath the heavy weight 
of the inert mother, the three rescuers 
carried her through the blinding smoke 
and heat to the foot of the stairway, 
where they collapsed. The children, 
seeking the front door, which was ob- 
scured by the blanket of smoke, 
fainted. 

Upon the arrival of the fire appa- 
ratus, firemen and pedestrians ran into 
the burning structure, carrying the 
six persons to the lawn. Mrs. Sullivan 
soon regained consciousness in the 
Commerford home. 

The loss of the Brantley home is es- 
timated at $5,000. It is partially in- 
sured. The Ittner apartments and the 
home of Dr. M. Z. Crist, both of which 


adjoin the burned residence, were alse 
damaged, but only slightly.

Savannah, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)— 
Having been ransomed by the British 
interests along with a number of other 
employees of the La Fe Mining com- 
Pany at Guadelupe, Mexico, R. Desse 
Shrivalle, its auditor, and a former Sa- 
Vannah boy, spent yesterday in Savan- 
nah before going to Chipley, Pa., to 
join his wife, who is just recuperating 


from the shock sustained while in a 


Vera Cruz hotel] during the bombard-! 
ment of that port by the United; 
States warships. 

Mr. Shrivalle’s experience and his 
recital of conditions existing in the 
strife-ridden country read almost like 
fiction. 

Mr. Shrivalle told of having been 
held prisoner for several weeks along 
with 170 other Americans, who were 
employed there, of having been taken 
out each morning fearing execution, 
and of witnessing the execution of 
eighteen of his comrades before being 
ransomed. His suffering was terrible, 
he said, and he did not know but that 
he would be the next to stand before 
the firing squad.

Declares He Sticks to Prin- 
ciples, and Advises Harris 
to Get Another Issue for 
His Campaign. 


In reply to a card by W. J. 
published in The Constitution of Thurs- 
day, Joe Hill Hall has sent the follow- 
ing communication: 

“Editor of The Constitution, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: My friene W. J. pub- 
lishes in your issue of today what he 
calls a reply to an interview given 
by me to The Macon Telegraph re- 
cently in reference to the candidacy of 
my friend, Nat E. Harris, for gov- 
ernor.

graph, who called on me and requested 
it for that paper. The principal pur- 
pose of thé interview was to obtain 
my opinion as to whether or not it 
would be legal for the state to lease 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to 
the Southern railroad. I gave him the 
opinion as published, that the lease 
from the state of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad was prohibited by the 
constitution of the state, as also by 
an act of the federal congress, which 
is known as the Sherman law. I took 
occasion to point out in the interview 
that the state would be in no danger 
by a lease of its road to the Seaboard 
Air Line railroad because, as I stated 
and now state, that should the Sea- 
board Air Line be willing to pay the 
price asked by the state for the lease 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
it would be of a certain advantage to 
the state to lease the Western and At- 
lantic railroad to the Seaboard Ajir 
Line railroad, and I intended to convey 
the impression because the attorney 
for the Seaboard Air Line railroad was 
a candidate for governor, or if he 
should become governor that I did not 
think that this should prevent the Sea- 
board Air Line railroad from becoming 
a bidder for the lease of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad if it so wished. 


Harris Charge Denied. 


“TI do not see anything in this state- 
ment that lays me open to the charge 
on the part of my friend W. J. Harris 
of having changed or abandoned any 
principles for which I have stood in 
the past. He seems to think that be- 
cause I am supporting a warm per- 
sonal friend of more than forty years, 
and with whom I have associated dur- 
ing the whole of that time on terms of 
the closest intimacy, for governor, be- 
cause this friend happens to be a local 
representative of a railroad company, 
that I have abandoned what he pleases 
to term ‘the cause of the _ people 
against the railroad.’ 

“TI do nat recognize that there is at 
this time any issue between the people 
of Georgia or the state of Georgia and 
the railroad companies. I desire to 
correct the impression that he would 
seem to make, that I have ceased 
opposing the railroad control of poli- 
tics and the government of the 
state. In saying that ] have 
abandoned that fight he does me a 
gross injustice. After the fight to 
break the control of the railroads in 
the state had been carried to a suc- 
cessful issue by myself and those men 
who stood: with me in the exchange, 
it was taken up by other men who 
made it a stepping stone for office and 
place. I did not evén abandon it then, 
but have continued to fight for the 
same principles that those associated 
with me fought. for before the issue 
was taken from us and appropriated 
by other men for their own selfish 
ends.

“If I should again take any part in 
the public affairs, I will be_ found 
where I have always been, I hope, 
fighting what is calNed the battles of 
the people, not only against corpora- 
tions, who, when they seek to control 
the politics of the state, will always 
find me in opposition to them, but an- 
other class that are, in my opinion, 
now a2 more dangerous menace to the 
happiness and prosperity of the people 
of Georgia than the corporations ever 
were.

END OR AMEND. 

The cotton exchange regulation bill that 
seems most certain of passage is the one 
formulated by Representative Lever, of 
South Carolina, as a substitute to the senate 
bill. 

Lever’s bill outlaws most of the features 
against which The Constitution, voicing the 
sentiment of fouthern millmen, farmers and 
cotton factors, has long protested. 

The bill would force all cotton exchanges 
to adopt the government standard grades 
and to settle contracts upon the basis of 
commercial, and not fixed and inflexible, 
differences. It also bars the fulfillment of 
contracts with questionable grades, a favor- 
ite and dameging practice upon the New 
York Cotton « :change. In short, it insures, 


under heavy penalties, that all cotton, spot 


and futures, shall be bought onlye upon a 
“fair and honest contract,” the simple defi- 
nition recently laid down by the Vicksburg 
Cotton exchange. 

It is not quite clear what is meant by the 
clause in the bill taxing future contracts, 
the tax to be remitted under certain condi- 
tions. No one save ignorant and rabid ex- 
tremists are against legitimate future trans- 
actions, meant for hedging. That is one of 
the chief functions of any cotton market. 
If, however, this single clause contemplates 
undue thardship upon the farmer or the 
trade, we may rely upon the sound sense of 
leaders in house and senate to modify it. 

The thing that matters most is that ac- 
tion should be taken at this session upon 
the lines of the Lever or some similar bill, 
to purge cotton markets of their wanton 
gambling and manipulative features, When 
cotton manufacturers and traders them- 
selves testify that these features should be 
eliminated, congress cannot afford to ig- 
nore the situation. : 

The cotton trade, at both thé producing 
and consuming ends, has long dnough been 
the prey of inexcusable practicgs. Both to- 
day are in a state of uncertaintyAs to what 
to expect. Congress can neither afford to 
protract the uncertainty nor the discredited 
methods against which revolt is so wide: 
spread. 

In a spirit of reason and scientific .regula- 
tion, rather than of baiting and destruction, 
pure and simple, the exchanges should be 
put upon formal and final notice that they 
must amend the evils inherent in them, or 
end the travesty that a few of the larger 
ones now make of their legitimate functions. 


A FARM CLEARING HOUSE. 


“There is enough meat and truck in 
Crisp county for sale,” writes Mr. L. S. 
Daniel, secretary OKthe Cordele Chamber of 
Commerce, “to feed the city of Atlanta and 
another city of the same size, in addition to 
supplying our home market demand.” And 
further: ‘‘Allow me to suggest the value of 
a state market agent or marketing bureau. 
There dre millions going to waste in Georgia 
for the want of proper marketing.” 

These statements are almost incredible. 
At any. rate they are highly suggestive. 
Several Georgia counties, such as Brooks 
and Cobb, produce an export margin of 
meat, but it is of sad and too common no- 
toriety that the majority of counties, despite 
the progress of the past few years, still send 
outside of -Georgia for their beef and, 
largely, their general food supplies. 

"There are, however, enough unusually 


prolific counties in Georgia to make this | 


suggestion worth while: | 
Why should not the farming interests of 
Georgia, co-operating through their county 


ang city trade boards at the start, establish 


J 


in Atlanta a clearing house for all farm 
products somewhat similar to the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange, the establishment of which 
has meant millions to the peach and melon 
and apple growers of Georgia? 

Several years ago the peach interests in 
Georgia were prostrate, owing to miserable 
distribution. The Constitution waged.a vig- 
orous campaign, as a result of which the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange was established. 
That institution has placed the peach in- 
dustry upon a firm foundation and saved it 
from possible extinction. 

Faulty distribution is the trouble in Crisp 
and counties similarly situated. The one 
way to remedy it is through organization and 
co-operation. With an intelligence office in 
Atlanta, warehouse and refrigerating facili- 
ties at strategic points and the necessary 
machinery for distribution, there is no rea- 
son on earth why a pound of surplus meat 
or an ear of surplus corn should remain on 
the farms of Georgia. The cheap and quick 
service of the parcel post and the express 
company make the prospects of a farm clear- 
ing house even more assured at the start 
than weré those of the fruit exchange. 

The Constitution refers this suggestion to 
the Atlanta and State chambers of com- 
merce. It is not needful at present to or- 
ganize the system onan extensive scale. But 
if even six other cotinties correspond to Mr. 
Daniel’s story of Crisp, then there is at hand 
the beginnings of one of the most hopeful 
industries of the state. Such an enterprise, 
once launched, will - stimulate production 
and home consumption in every Georgia 
county. 


TAKE OFF OR KNOCK OFF. 

To the last Huerta shows up as the mur- 
derously grotesque figure in opera bouffe. 
His latest antic, which he may have re- 
canted by the time these words reach print, 
\is to repudiate the authority he gave his 
Niagara Falls emissaries to eliminate him, 
should that step advance a solution. 

.The serenity with which both Washing- 
ton and the mediators have accepted this 
unexpected turn, indicate they do not fear 
it will prove the most serious obstacle to. art 
amicable settlement. Huerta is, in all preb- 
ability, engaged ‘in his favorite pastime of 
endeavoring to “save his face.” When that 
has been done, to his own satisfaction, if 
not that of civilization, he will probably step 
down and proceed to Europe to enjoy his 
hoard, provided he does not fall upon the 
fate he meted Madero. 

The humor of the situation is that 
Huerta should, with an air of braggadocio, 
proclaim his intention to stay put while 


‘Villa steadily encroaches upon the capital. 


If Huerta really wants to save his face, 
much less his neck, he had best take discre- 
tion in both hands and beat a retreat before 
the bloody-minded- Pancho is thundering at 
the gates of Mexico City. Villa it is who, 
holding a personal grudge against Huerta, 
declares that shooting is too dignified a 
mode of exit for the latter. What he pro- 
poses is that Huerta shall stretch good Mexi- 
can hemp. The punctiliousness with which 
Villa observes all pledges of this particular 
nature is convincing, if not precisely sooth- 
ing to the emotions of his prospective vic- 
‘tims. 

With Huerta it has come to the stage of 
“take it off or knock it off.” The rather 
clumsy way in which he is now playing the 
game tends to corroborate the stories cf his 
chronic inebriety, despite the authoritative 
denial of Nelson O'Shaughnessy. 


SAVAGERY STILL ABIDES. 
The Associated Press dispatch of the 
race riot in Guatemala, Central America, in 


which more than 164 men were killed, and | 


the conditions under which the riot occurred, 
remind us that plenty of portions of this 
hemisphere. still harbor barbarity. The 
story runs that the fighting was between 
negro laborers and Indians or half-breed In- 
dians. The provocation was an Indian girl, 
who had figured as the pawn in a dicing 
game. 

Pan-America below the Rio Grande is a 
terra incognita to the average resident of 
the United States. We have learned lately 
some of the atrocities connected with life in 
Mexico, and the voodooism of the West In- 
dien islands, with its horrible sacrifices, is 
part of the chronicles of terror. But what 
else goes on in the “back countries” of these 
semi-civilized states, where law is weak and 
its instruments corruptible, we may not 
more than surmise. 

The sterner agencies of civilization have 
yet much to accomplish. f* 


THE MEXICAN WAY. 

What the world may expect in the way 
of wholesale brutalities should civil war in 
Mexico go much farther is illustrated in the 
dispatch in which Villa calmly announces he 
has executed two federal generals and thir- 
ty-two of their staff officers. The dispatches 
assign no reason for the deed, simply citing 
it to show the lengths bitterness has already 
reached. 

No better or braver fighting man than 
Villa has been developed by Mexico since the 
earlier days of Porfirio Diaz. And it begins 
to look that Villa is adopting some of the 
methods of the general. Many of Diaz’s 
victories before his hold on the country was 
secure were signalized by standing up the 
leaders of the opposing faction against an 
adobe wall and perforating them with bul- 
lets. He redsoned that violence and sudden 
death were the one arguments that appealed 
to Mexicans. At any rate, these were the 
weapons he employed to subjugate the 
country and later to keep it in subjection. 

After all, that seems to be the Mexican 
way!

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ES POLITICAL GRIND 


ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE WILL INSIST 
ON VIEWS OF ALL CANDIDATES 

The Anti-Saloon League of Georgia is 
going to insist on an expression from al] 
candidates for congress, for the United 
States senate and for governor on the 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States outlawing the liquor traffic. On 
March 30 the follofring letter was written 
to all candidates for congress and the United 
States senate: 

“The ceaseless work of the last twenty 
years has resulted in 71 per cent of the area. 
a majority of the counties and 47,000,000 of 
the people of this country outlawing the 
liquor traffic. This work can never be really 
Satisfactory while any part of the nation js 
under license. Therefore, a committee of 
1,000 from all over the nation, under the 
auspices of the Anti-Saloon League of Ameri- 
ca, visited Washington in December last. and 
through their friends had the inclosed joint 
resolution introduced in both houses of con- 
gress proposing an amendment to the con- 
Stitution of the United States outlawing the 
traffic. ' 

“The object of this letter is to ask you 
the following question: Will you, if elected, 
work, vote and use all legitimate means 
to have this amendment submitted to the 
several state legislatures for their ratifica- 
tion or rejection? This letter is being sent 
to all the candidates in your district, and 
together with all answers or failures to an- 
swer will be published in the papers for the 
information of the voters of the district on 
this subject. We do not ask that you per- 
sonally favor the amendment, but that you 
will vote to refer the question to the several 
states to be dealt with as they see fit. Won't 
vou kindly write us about it by early mail? 
We must publish result of this correspond- 
ence within next few weeks.” 

A similar letter has been written to gub- 
ernatorial candidates. 

Up to the present time only seven candi- 
dates for congress have replied. No answers 
from senatorial candidates have come in, nor 
have the gubernatorial candidates as yet 
replied. 

However, the Anti-Saloon League is 
to insist on every candidate committing him- 
self. The letters already sent out will be 
followed up by other letters and telegrams: 
and if candidates do not state where they 
Stand on prohibition it will not be the fault 
of the Anti-Saloon League people. Members 
of the league want to know just where every 
candidate stands before they indorse or vote 
for him and nothing short of an answer, one 
way or another, will satisfy them. 

One of the most interesting of the replies 
received by the secretary of the league comes 
from a candidate for congress who stipu- 
lates that it is not for publication. The 
letter was given The Constitution by the 
secretary of the league, but the name of the 
candidate is omitted. He says: 

Always Voted for Prohibition, 

“Some days ago I received a communica- 
tion signed by you and several others touch- 
ing an amendment to the constitution about 
prohibition. I have had so much work to 
do 1 have had no time to attend to it, but 
it is a little strange to me that yor, and 
others who know me in Georgia, should find 
it necessary to write to me on that subject. 

have no doubt I have voted for prohibition 
oftener than any preacher in Georgia. 

“I have not had time to look into 
Hobson proposition; it is not before 
committee, and I haven't had time to 
half of the bills before committee 
if a man attends to the his 
committee he does pretty well.

The burning question in 
Georgia seems to me is the enforcement of 
the law. The statement that prohibition 
won't prohibit is hackneyed and is true only 
in one sense, and that is it is not enforced, 
if it is enforced it will prohibit. I further 
believe that it is enforced and is as suc- 
cessful as the law against murder, larceny, 
fornication, cheating and swindling or any 
other of those leading offenses, but its ef- 
fects are less easily concealed; its abuses 
are more apparent, and, therefore, have a 
more disastrous moral effect; in fact, it 
would be more easily enforced than any of 
the others. The federal government has no 
difficulty in finding the blind tigers and 
making them pay the federal revenue tax, 
yet people ignore the state officers and 
assume the state officers are incompetent 
to catch these biind tigers like federal offi- 
cers do and continually clamor to congress 
to extend the scope of prohibition as well 
as to do locally what the state officers could 
and should do. 

“T am writing thus fully to you because 
vou are my friend—I am not writing any- 
thing for publication. I am too busy with 
my own committee, and it would be imper- 
tinent for me to interfere with the busi- 
ness of other committees, but I am writing 
this letter to you because you are my friend. 
The causes of righteousness and temperance 
are so often seized upon for political pur- 
poses that Ll abhor the idea—lI go ahead hon- 
estly and practically and do my duty as I 
come to it. I have no objection to your 
showing this letter to any of your brethren 
who are at all uneasy about my position, 
but I don’t desire that it be published. The 
fact that I have voted some twenty-five or 
thirtv times in my life for prohibition seems 
to me ought to be sufficient proof of my 
position without further professions or 
protestations.

UNDERUL S. CONTROL 
FAVORED BY MELLEN 


Mellen Says All a Railroad 
Can Do/at Present Is to 
Doff Hat to Some Govern- 
ment Official. 


DEAL WITH C. W. MORSE 
BLOCKED B Y ROOSE VELT 


The Colonel, Who Was}; 
‘Then President, Didn't 
Like Morse — Millions to 
Aldrich for Trolley Lines. 


Washington, May 21.—An_ absolute 
monopoly of transportation under gov- 
ernment regulatfons and control, was 
suggested by Charles S. Mellen, for- 
mer president of the New Haven rail- 
road, to the interstate commerce com- 
mission today, as a solution of the 
American railroad problem. “To get 
efficiency and economy,” declared Mr. 
Mellen, “there must be a monopoly; 
and that monopoly is certain to be the 
United States government.” 

Later Mr. Mellen remarked, 
time a railroad official comes 
Washington he has to take off 
hat to some government official.” 

Mr. Mellen appeared to have recov- 
ered entirely from his fatigue of yes- 
terday, when he appeared before the 
commission today to resume his testi- 
mony. He responded to interrogato- 
ries fired at him by Chief Counsel Jo- 
seph W. Folk promptly, never hesi- 
tating a second for a word. He told 
at length the story of his steamship 
transactions with Charles W. Morse. 

Mellen Saw Roosevelt. 

Concerning these, Mr. Mellen ex- 
plained he feit it desirable to confer 
with Colonel Roosevelt, then ~+presi- 
dent of the United States. He told 
the president he had received an offer

of $20,000,000 from Morse for the New 


Haven steamship holdings and felt in- 
clined to accept it, because thus the 
New Haven would be able to turn the 
property into cash. Mr. Roosevelt, he 
said, apparently was anxious that 
Morse should be checked in his ambi- 
tion to acquire a monopoly of steam- 
Ship lines, and urged Mr. Mellen not 
to sell. 

Mr. Mellen said at that time he was 
apprehensive of the enactment of a 
law by congress to prevent railroads 
from ojvning or controlling water 
lines, but he was assured by Mr. 
Roosevelt that, so long as the law re- 
mained as it then was, the New Ha- 
ven need have no fear -about its wa- 
ter line holdings. 

As to the acquisition of New England 
trolley lines, Mr. Mellen said he had 
proceeded on the theory that. trans- 
portation might better be handled on 
electric lines than on steam roads. He 
had been convinced that the diversion 
of much of the traffic of steam roads 
to electric lines would be more eco- 
nomical, rates lower, and service gen- 
erally more satisfactory to the pub- 
lic. 

Money to Aid Republicans, 

Late in the day the witness’ 
tion again was directed to 
contributions made by

Into Nearly Every State.) 


He Will Fight Penrose in 
Pennsylvania. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 21.—What 
Colonel Roosevelt described as “not ex- 
actly a literary discussion” was held 
tonight at Sagamore Hill. It was per- 
haps the most important political con- 
ference in which the colonel has partic- 
ipated since the close of the 1912 cam- 
paign. It brought together represent- 
atives of New York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, the three states in which Colonel 
toosevelt probably will do his hardest 
fighting this fall. 

At the meeting were George W. Per- 
kins, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the progressive nati¢ 
mittee; Walter Brown, »f Ohi 
ber of the national committee; 
Pinchot, progressive candidat 
United States senator from Pennsyl- 
vania, and E. A. Van Valkenberg, of 
Philadelphia, one of the foremost fig- 
ures in the affairs of the party in that 


state. 
Coast-to-Ceast Campaign. 

The conference was in session until 
late. It was decided definitely that 
plans for Colonel Roosevelt's coast-to- 
coast campaign trip should be adopted. 
This cceokabty will take the for- 
mer president into almost every state 
of the union. 

After Colonel Roosevelt had been 
talking for an hour with progressive 
was interpreted as indicating that in 
leaders he dictated a statement which 
one state, at least, he will carry the 
fight into the ranks of the republican 
party by appealing directly to its mem- 
bers to ignore their past affiliations 
and go with the progressives. His 
statement was made with particular 
reference to the situation in Pennsyl- 
vania, where Senator Penrose is opposed 
in his fight for re-election by Mr. Pin- 
chot. ) 

| Sink Party Differences. 

“Crises come up,” said Colonel Roose- 
velt, “when it is the duty of all good 
citizens to sink party differences and 
stand up against flagrant wrong- 
doings in public life or against policies 
fatal to the welfare of the nation at 
home and to the honor of the nation 
abroad. All good citizens on such oc- 
casions should stand together without 
regard to past party differences. 

“T have confidence in the integrity 
of the rank amd file of the .republican 
party, and that they will pport Mr. 
Pinchot.” The colonel’s old neighbors 
welcomed him back from the fungles 
today. Flags were everywhere, and 
nailed to a telegraph pole was a huge 
sign which read, “1916 and victory.”

FOR THE UNIFICATION 
OF METHODIST BODIES 


Oklahoma City, Okla. May 21.— 
Tentative plans for the unification of 
the three great Methodist bodies in 
America were approved, connectional 
officers were elected and a declara- 
tion of principles adopted at today’s 
sessions of the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
The convention also ordered the with- 
holding of any money now in the 
hands of the various church boards in- 
tended for Vanderbilt university until 
payments are authorized by the com- 
mission appointed to deal with the 
Vanderbilt situation, and report was 
made by the committee on episcopacy 
that it had fixed the salaries of active 
bishops at $4,800 a year, superannuat- 
ed bishops $2,400, and the payments to 
widows of bishops at $1,000. 

The unification plan provides for the 
merging of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, and the Protestant Meth- 
odist church under the name of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Ameri- 
ca. with one faith, one ritual, and one 
general conference but with four ju- 
risdictional conferences for the four 
geographical divisions. Negro mem- 
bers of the three churches and such 
denominations of that race wishing to 
unite would be assigned one of the 
jurisdictional conferences. The Col- 
ored Methodist Episcopal church, 
however, would be permitted to main- 
tain an independent organization while 
holding fraternal relations with the 
united church. The plan was present- 
ed by the joint commission appointed 
to consider the advisability of feder- 
ation. The commission was requested 
to work out further details of the 
plan. 

The officers elected include: Pub- 
lishing agents, Rev. D. M. Smith and 
Rev. A. J. Lamar; book editor, Rev. 
Gross Alexander; editor Christian Ad- 
vocate, Rev. T. N. Ivey; Sunday school 
editor. Rev. E. B. Chappell; mission- 
ary secretary, Rev. W. W. Pinson, sec- 
retary of church extension board, Rev. 
W. F. McMurray. The declaration of 
principles includes equal rights and 
complete justice for all men; protec- 
tion of families by the single standgrd 
of purity; uniform arvorce laws, the 
proper regulation of marriages, abo- 
lition of child labor and provisions for 
the education of children; regulation 
of the toil for women as shall safe- 
guard the physical and moral health 
of communities: protection of society 
from the social, economic and moral 
waste of the liquor tariffic; for the 
right of all men to the right of self- 
maintenance; protection in old age of 
workers; the right of employees and 
employers alike to organize for the 
adequate means of conciliation and 
arbitration in industrial disputes; for 
a living wage as a minimum in every 
industry and for a new emphasis upon 
the application of Christian principles
